Prous calls attention to 
tho fact that in the year 1923, in the I nitcd Slates, 15,000 per­ 
sons loss their lives by fire and that there was a property loss of 
$550,000,00'). 
On the basis of the Inst federal census this was 
a per capita loss of $5. 
While the loss of lives and property is slightly under that of 
the year previous still the toll is appalling and calls for the seri­ 
ous consideration of every property owner and citizen in the state. 
As his excellency points out fire insurance by no means covers 
the loss; it merely distributes the burden of paying for the prop­ 
erty destroyed. 
“ A t a time when timber is growing scarcer and 
higher in prices,” says the chief executive, “ we can ill afford to 
permit this huge waste of material.”

“At a time when timber is growing scarcer and 
higher in prices,” says the chief executive, “ we can ill afford to 
permit this huge waste of material. ’ 
The word stupendous best describes the property loss as re­ 
ported but it is the great loss of life that appeals. 
That i 5,000 
lives should have been snuffed out by the fire fiend is unthink­ 
able, yet such is a fact and the records can not be disputed. Cau­ 
tion and prevention would have greatly minimized both and it is 
for the advancement of the two that “ Fire Prevention Week ’ lins 
been devised. 
“ Minnesota,” Governor Preus says, “can aid m a­ 
terially by giving the week the attention it is entitled to.” 
One of the chief objects of the slate fire marshal d e p art­ 
ment, of which B. U. Kingsley is the head, is the dissemination 
of knowledge concerning Fire Prevention and the necessity of 
being constantly on the job. 
With this d epartm ent “Fire Pre­ 
vention Week” is an annua! event and nothing is left undone in 
bringing the need of its observance to the attention of every citi­ 
zen and property owner iu the state. 
In furtherance of the movement Mr. Kingsley has invoked 
the aid of municipal officers and lite prevent ion ollicials in every 
town and city in Minnesota and the replies in every case have 
been assuring. 
School officials have also been asked to help. 
As in form er years observance of the week will take the 
form of fire prevention parades, participation by civic and com­ 
mercial organizations, distribution of lire prevention literature 
among the homes, a general cleaning up of property and premises 
by the owners, an inspection of such by the local officials aud fire 
prevention lectures in tho schools. 
In many towns and cities 
there will be a complete Fire Prevention Week Program with 
the local civic organizations and municipal officers in control and 
the public burning of rubbish heaps. 
Aas State Fire Marshal Kingsley puts it, “ fiefs made Fire 
Prevention W eek a Fireless Week in Minnesota.”

age onlooker to see a film villain break every commandment of 
Moses and escape scot free. 
The fiction end of the picture is for­ 
gotten and its apparent realism is impressed on the receptive 
brain of a moron or other ignorant person viewing the show. 
if Will Hayes wants to reform the picture business, let him 
sta rt on this foundation or basic treatment of scenarios and 
m ake justice trium phant before the last fadeout.

Cuts 4Va to 5*4 Mills Below the Levy 
Made For List 
Year 


TAKES UP HIGH SCHOOL SITE 


Will Submit to Voters at Special 
Election November 4, Two 
Proposed Sites 


Th® 
Board of Education 
of 
the 
Brainerd school district reduced its 
tax levy for the ensuing year 4L to 
& Va mills below last year's levy, and 
decided to submit two proposed site* 
for a new school building to the vot­ 
ers at a special elect IQI to he held on 
November 4th. 
These actions, with 
others were taken at a special called 
meeting of the board on Monday on cu­ 
ing. 
The call for this meeting was for 
the purpose of consUMrinff tim e mat­ 
ter*, first the purchase of additional 
equipment for the manual training de­ 
partment of tho schools, second tho 
rnna^y^y^on 
expense and tax levy 
for the coming year, and action upon 
the retirement of state bonds, and 
third, action relative to ordering a 
special election for dAcidinu upou a 
now high school site. 
At a previous meeting of the board, 
a special committee consisting of M. 
E. Morrison, Superintendent 
W. 
Cobb and Secretary L. F. Hohman was 
authorised to purchase a Jointer ma­ 
chine for the manual 
training de­ 
partment. 
W h e n t h i s committee wcAt 
into the matter, it concluded and re­ 
ported to the hoard that a lathe should 
also he installed. 
After the explanations were given 
b> 
members of this committee and 
by Mr. Hose!, supervisor of the manu­ 
al training depart moi t, a motion car 
rled to allow the committee to pur­ 
chase a lathe in addition to tho joint 
cr, 
I Ii us giving the manual training 
department two up-to-date pieces of 
equipment for its work. 
President George D. LaUur, work­ 
ing with the chairman of the finance 
committee, worked out a plan where­ 
by the hoard will he aide to reduce 
its tax levy for the ensuing year from 
AL to 
mills below last year’s 
levy, and still he able to participate 
in the gross earnings distribution. 
Tilts plan was retained 
and 
ex­ 
plained by P. ML Hagl»erg, i hairman 
of the finance committee, and Mr. La 
Bar. 
The substance of the plan is 
that in view of the fact that the dis­ 
trict has no bonds coming due next 
year, other than state bonds, the board 
has decided to make no levy for a 
sinking fund. 
In omitting an allowance for the 
sinking fund, the hoard is eliminat­ 
ing a $5,OOO item made in the esti 
mate of the year's expenses by the 
finance committee, submitted at the 
last board meeting. 
Retiring Bonds 
The board proposes to retire $10,000 
of state bonds out of a surplus on 
hand. Thcsd bonds would become due 
next year and the years following. 
Tile board further proposes to retire 
the remaining $10,000 of state bonds 
next April, and this will clean up 
the entire state bond issue of $33,000 
A resolution was adopted covering 
this matter and authorizing the obi 
cern of the board to dr. w the Moos 
gary warrants and make the proper 
transfers of school funds for this pur­ 
pose and for accrued interest, 
All 
members present voted for the adop 
tion of the resolution. 
The school levy was 
on 
motion 
placed at 40:2 mills for maintenance 
of the schools, plus $1,750 for inter 
est on bonds other than stale bonds 
Last year the levy amounted to 44 
mills, plus the state's levy as given 
to the county auditor.

The last item on the call for the 
nu cling was for consideration of sites 
for a new high school building. Pres 
ident I^aBar mentioned to the board 
the advisability of getting some ac 
(leu toward a new building and deem 
ed it a duty of Hie board to exert 
every effort toward that end.

felt that the hoard should do its part 
in getting the issues before the pee 
pl 
tor them to vote upon, the board 
is then relieved of any responsibility 
as it will have done its part toward

The Board of Education

Brainerd school district reduced its 
tax levy for the ensuing year 4‘ 2 to 
5’2 mills below last year's levy, and 
decided to submit two proposed sites 
for a new school building to the vot­ 
ers at a special election to be held on 
November 4th. 
These actions, with 
others were taken at a special called 
meeting of the board on Monday even­ 
ing. 
The call for this meeting was for 
the purpose of considering three mat­ 
ters, first tile purchase of additional 
• equipment for the manual training de­ 
partment of the schools, second the 


01 exP°nse and tax levy, 
for the ^pining year, and action upon 
the retirement of state bonds, and 
third, action relative to ordering a 
special election for deciding upon a 
new high school site. 
At a previous meeting of tile board, 
a special committee consisting of M. 
E. Morrison, Superintendent 
W. 
C. 
Cobb and Secretary E. F. llohman was 
authorized to purchase a jointer ma­ 
chine for tile manual training de­ 
partment. 
When tliis committee went 
into the matter, it concluded and re 
ported to the hoard that a lathe should 
also be installed. 
After the explanations were given 
by members of this committee and 
by Mr. Rosed, supervisor of the manu­ 
al training department, a motion car­ 
ried to allow the committee to pur­ 
chase a latlie in addition to the joint 
cr, thus giving the manual trainin 
department two up-to-date pieces of 
equipment for its work. 
President George I). LaBar, work­ 
ing with the chairman of the finance 
committee, worked out a plan where­ 
by the board will be able to reduce 
its tax levy for tile ensuing year from 
4V2 to 5% mills below last year’s 
levy, and still be able to participate 
in tile gross earnings distribution. 
This plan was reported 
and 
ex­ 
plained by F. M. Hagberg, chairman 
of the finance committee, and Mr. La­ 
nai*. 
The substance of the plan is 
that in view of the fact that the dis 
trict has no bonds coming due next 
year, other than state bonds, the board 
has decided to make no levy for a 
sinking fund. 
In omitting an allowance for the 
sinking fund, the board is eliminat­ 
ing a $5,000 item made in the esti­ 
mate of tile year’s expenses by tile 
finance committee, submitted at the 
last board meeting. 
Retiring Bonds 
The board proposes to retire $10,000 
of state bonds out of a surplus on 
hand. Thesd bonds would become due 
next year and the years following 
The board further proposes to retire 
the remaining $10,000 of state bonds 
next April, and this will clean up 
the entire state bond issue of $35,000. 
A resolution was adopted covering 
this matter and authorizing the offi­ 
cers of the board to dr; w the neces­ 
sary warrants and make the proper 
transfers of school funds for this pur­ 
pose and for accrued interest.
